The craxe for extravagant living, 
dressing beyond their means and a 
maudlin desire for notoriety and 
foolish display are breaking up hun- 
dreds of homes by dissatisfaction 
and disagreement and not unf requent- 
lv by a violation of the marital vows.

To turn over the postal service of 
the United States to a private cor- 
m «dff strict public control 

is the remarkable propos.il made to 
the Postal Commission. 

W D. Boyce. of Chicago, pub- 
Usher, man of big affairs and several 
times a millionaire, made the pro- 
position, on behalf of himself and 
associates, whom he did not name, 
to take over the postothec business 
and run it on business principles. 

The proposal includes agreement 
Immediately to cut postage rates in 
half. There could be no delicti un- 
der such an arrangement for lb- 
Government to meet, because the 
corporation would have to make ends 



Mr. Boyce wants the postal cor- 
poration under a postal commission 
which shall be the regulating and 
supervising agency of the I iovern- 
ment. . 

He proposes to pay Uiu le Sam 
rental for all postofhec quarters oc- 
cupied in public buildings, and over 
against this he designs to charge the 
Government regular rates for all 
services performed for it. These 
■rnrnmt services he uow esti- 
M at $25,000,000 annually. At 
half the present rates this would be 
cut to S12.SO0.000. 

Applying business methods to post- 
ottice affairs would result in immense 
economies in transportation. Mr. 
Boyce figures that the espenditure 
for railroad haulage would be cut 
from $50,000,000 to about one half 
that sum.
